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Emergency Funds Needed 
For Child Care Center ss 


The Albany Children’s Center, 
formerly known as the Albany 
Child Care Center, located at 1140 
9th St., may have to close its 
doors at the end of this month, 
unless emergency funds can be 
secured from the State, to keep 
it open until attempts can be 
made to bring about a reversal 
in new federal guidelines for 
eligibility. 

The Center has been serving 
the area for over 30 years, taking 
care of the children of low-income 
families, not only single working 
parents, but also those whose low 
income forces both parents to 
work. Fees are paid on a sliding 
scale, based on ability to pay, 
with the slack taken up by Fed- 
eral and State grants. 

Children from 2% years of age 
to eight are cared for at the 
Center. At present 60 percent of 
these children reside in Univers- 
ity Village, while 40 percent live 
in other parts of Albany. 

Because the federal govern- 
ment has narrowed its eligibility 


The State Legislature recently 
passed Senate Bill 1302, which es- 
tablishes funding to permit every 
community to provide a two-year 
plan to redesign and strengthen 
existing primary education for 
children, kindergarten through 
third grade. 

Albany has a chance to partici- 
pate, however, in order to qualify 
the community and schools must 
join in developing a local pro- 
gram designed to systematically 
phase into the program all of the 


four elementary schools in the 
District, within the next six 
years. 


In order to meet State require- 
ments, and thus obtain funding 
for the development of an Early 
Childhood Education Master 
Plan, parents must comprise a 
simple majority of the advisory 
committee—including representa- 
tives of community service agen-

guidelines, only about 20 percent, 

or 40 of the 180 children now at- 
tending the Center, would be eli- 
gible. Because it would be eco- 
nomically unfeasible to run the 
program for such few children, 
the Center must close unless new 
sources of funds can be found 
almost immediately. 

Probably the most hardest hit 
will be the single working parent 
with a low-paying job. Many of 
these are working mothers, who | 
will be forced to quit work and 
seek wellfare, because their low 
income does not permit them to 
pay the going rate for baby- 
sitting. 

Many Vietnam veterans, whose 
wives are working to supplement 
the money they receive while fin- 
ishing their education under the 
GI bill, will be forced to drop out 
of school and go to work, while 
their wives stay home to care for 
the children no Fo se eligible for 
the Center. 

Another group who will feel 
the pinch will be the 35 Center 
employees, most. of whom have 
already been notified that their 
jobs will be terminated at the end 
of this month. 

Persons wishing to help keep 
the Center open are urged, first, 
to contact Governor Ronald Rea- 
gan in Sacramento, asking that 
special emergency funds be al- 
lotted to keep the Center open 
until June. 

Secondly, letters urging a stop 
to cuts in pre-school and child- 
care programs, which will cause 
many to face unemployment and/ 
or welfare rolls, should be sent 
to Caspar Weinberger, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare; and Philip Rutlidge, Direc- 
tor of Social, Rehabilitation Serv- 
ices—both addressed to Washing- 
ton, D.C, 20201. Copies of all cor- 
respondence should also be sent 
to President Richard Nixon.

‘The State should con- 
tinue this service by picking up 
the bill,’’ Call said. ‘We have a 
better chance of keeping it open 
with State funds.” 

The Mayor also suggested that 
both Council members and other 
interested Albany residents write 
to their State legislators opposing 
the proposed plan to place the 
mentally retarded in homes in 
their own community, instead of 
keeping them in State institu- 
tions. 

Mayor Carlevaro pointed out 
that many problems would exist 
if this plan is carried out.

EBMUD Water? 


Water raté increases, ranging 
from nine percent for typical 
residential customers, to as much 
as 40 percent for some industrial 
customers, are being considered 
by the East Bay Municipal Utili-| 
ty District, according to General 
Manager John S. Hartnett. 

According to Hartnett, the rec- 
ommendations for higher charges 
are “mainly due to continuing in- 
flation, particularly the increase 
in construction costs,’ which he 
said had risen more than'38-per~ 
cent in three years. 

Hartnett noted that the pro- 
posed rates, which are roughly 
midway between those of most 
neighboring water agencies, have 
been developed using a formula 
created by the State Public Utili 
ties Commission, with the philos- 
ophy that ‘‘no class of customer 
or user of our services should 
subsidize another, and that each 
Should: bear the full cost of serv- 
ing it.’ 

If the Board of Directors ap- 
proves, the first increase in rates 
will become effective on April 1 
of this year, with another, some- 
what §maller increase in April of 


next year. 
In the first year, new rates for 
a “typical” homeowner, using 


about 10,500 gallons of water per 
month, would boost his water bill 
by 44 cents per month, from $4.88 
to $5.32, 

In addition to higher water 
rates, the Utility District direc- 
tors are also considering propos- 
als to establish charges for open- 
ing new accounts and for future 
transfers of existing accounts, 
and are reviewing suggestions to 
raise the prices for installation 
and extension of water mains, 
water ‘meters and fire hydrants.
